The ſecond.night afrer our deliverance,about 
ten a clock having fer our Watch, we laid our (elves 
down to reſt , wich the ;choyights of nach ſafery and 
fcuriry ,.bur it was ocherrriſe decreed ; for about 
me a clock we were fogced touſeall hands aloft, a 
maſt cerrible torm begtuning ro ariſe,and the wind 
blew fa furiouſly , that before morning weloſt oug 
Bow-fpric,and Mizon + we durft not bear the leaſt 
fayl ,ibt © che Ship driye whither the winde*and 
waves pleaſed ; and before; the next night, we cqu'd 
dot indure our remaining Maſts ſtanding 
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cumbled npand down fer four dayes , and as mz 
nights,contending with the waves in a Pitcbt-b 
not knowing where we were,till our Ship ſtruck 
violently againft a Rock,thar the horrid noiſe there 
of would haye even made a dead man flartle; te 
which , add the hideous cries ofthe Sea-men, bea 
Ing a parr withthe IT windes & roaringSe 
aſt which togerker , ſeemed to me ra be the rrueſt 
Repreſentarton of che Day of Judgement. The Ship 
ſtack faſt ſo long berweentwo Rocks,as that we had 
time enough, all ofus, to feap out; the ohly means 
lefe us for our fafery, Weall gotupena Rock,and 
the Morning-ſtar having drawn the Curtain of the 
night , wefound thar we were a very lirtle diftance 
from the ſhore; gerung therepn,and ranging to and 
fro,we ar laft cſpied a ſmall houfe,the fight wherec 
made us direct qur foet-ſteps thicker , "ſteering our 
eourſe folely by the compais of our eyes: being come 
to the houſe , rhe Maſter rhereof ftood at the door 
we addreſt our ſelves to him in Erz#þ-.bug his repli- 
carions were iu Spamfh , wich we underſtood nor :

Canoos, ſelling us for any trifles,Coco-nurs, Jacks, 
Green-pepper , Indian-peaſe, Hens, Eggs, and the 
like. They brought us likewiſe Oranges of ſo plea- 
{ant a taſte, the rinde vying withthe juice, which ſhall 
become moſt grateful to the palate: We had Hkewiſe 


from thera Planranes.,a fruic ſtppoſed by ſome, to be 


that which Eve was rempred wirhal;if a man gathers 
them green, yet will chey ripen afterwards,coloured 
with a dainty yellow : the rinde or «kin will peel off 
with much faciliry ; they melt in the mouth, giving 
a moſt delicious raſte and reliſh, Theſe Malebars 
are coal»black, well limb'd, their hair long and cur- 
led ; abour their heads they only tye a {mall piece of 
lignen , bur abour their bodies nothing bara lirtle 
cloth which covers their ſecrers. Norwithſtanding 
theic cruelry & inhumanity, we man'd our our Jong- 
boar, and 15, whereof I was one, went athore; carry» 
ng ſome Muskers and Swords with us , fuſpe&ting 
the worſt: Landing,they fled from us, but nor with- 
our ſending good ſtare of poy ſoned arrows & darts 
amongſt us, Ic is no wonder thar theſe people are 
fublack, for they live under the ſcorching fire of the 
torrid Zane... We returned roour Ship, finding tt 
no way ſafe to ſtay here longer ; next morning hoi- 
inp ſat], we came t0Cansvar, where wemet withpeo- 
ple more civil, whereupon we landed;and receiving 
things from the inhabitants of conſiderable value,for 
wys and rrifles we gave them in lieu, we reſolved to 


tay here a while. The better ſort of theſe people are 


all'dNiro's, whoſe heads are cover'd with a low ru- 
lipanr, & their middles with a party=coloured Plad,

that if any of their children die whilſt very young, 
they will hire fome Maiden to be married ro him, 
and fo lie wich him the night after his deceaſe. So 
ſoon as we arrived (which is a cuſtom they uſe toall .

red us choice of many Virgins; our Boat-{wain chu-

He Ifle of Zezleon is very famous ,-and not far 
diſtant from the Point of I=dia,called Cape Cont

1dolaters, worſhipping things in monſtrous fhapes. 
Oa the rop ef a high Mountain,they have fet conſpi- 
cuoully the Idza of an horrible Cace=Demoz, unto 
which Pilgrims from remore parts doreſart; and 
1pan chis account , a King of Zeyloon coming , once 
derided this Idol : another rime, intending ro make 
2 ſecond reperition of his former derifion, che tying 
was eveiifrighred out of his wirs ; for nor onely he, 
but his attendants all ſaw how this Demen threatned 
kim for {odoing.by ſhaking a flaming Cymeter,and 
rowling his fiery eyes, from his mouth gaping,iffued 
out fiery flames ; whereat this King recurns with as 
nuch penitence as amazement, reſolving by his due 
reſpe& and worſhip for the timero come , ro make 
an atonement for his former errors.

ſofr, having neither leaves, boughs, nor branches, 
fave ar the rop,whereon there is a ſoft pith, whereiv 
conlifts the ſole vegerative of thar Tree ; which cur 
out, the Palneto ina very ſhort time expires. Irs 
caſte is much like a kernel of an Hazel-nur; boiled, 
1t is like Cabbage. Bur the chiefeſt commodity that 
this Tree producerh, is rhe wine which ifſueth from ' 
ir, pleafanr,and as nouriſhing as Muskadine or Alli> 
gant, Thus we procured ſome thereof;coming where 
rwoor three grew together, with an augure we bo» 
red ſome ſmall holes in eoch, which immediately the 
11quor flled; then with a ſmall cane or quill we ſucke 
the wine our of one Tree; then we went to- another, 
and from thar to the third : by that rime we had 
draized the laſt, the holes in the rwo former were 
full again. This courſe we followed ſo ſmarcly, that 
in leſs than an hour,chree of us were fo drunk(where- 
of F was none of the ſobereſt) rhar had nor theſe 
Trees been near the ſhore, 'for ought I know, by 
the morning we mighr have feaſted the wilde beaſts. 
Divers other Trees there be, ſtrong bork in ſhape and 
amature ; one whereof (meerly onr of curioſity ) 'l 
muſt needs taſte, which for halfan hour ſo bir or ſtung 
my rongue, as if I had had my mouth full of Vicriol, 
or ſpirir-of Salr. Ir is a comely tree to look on, but

Though the 
darkneſs of the night blinded our eyes from ſuch dif- 
coveries, yet flames offirenor far difiant from us, gave 
us perfet intelligence that land was nor far off. That 
night we caſt Anchor fearing we might run foul of 
ſome Rock or ſhelf: Inrhe morning we ſaw a large 
track of Land before us, not knowing what place it 
ſhould be. Our Caprain commanded the Long-boar 
ro be man'd our,to procure water, if any good were 
there: amongſt the reſt, 1 went for one ; for I] was 
very greedy tooblerve novelries. Coming on ſhore, 
2nd feeing this Hill now and than belch our flames, 
by my perfwafions I made my fellows forger for a 
time their duty orercand they came abour , ro make 
ſome inquiſirion into this miracle of Nature, Where- 
npon we all reſolved unanimouſly to aſcend the Hill, 
and with muck difficulty we came ſo nigh the top, 
 thar we heard a moſt hideous noiſe proceeding from 
the Concave thereof : ſo terrible ic was,that we now 
vegan recondemn our raſh attempr , and ſtood at a 
conventent diſtance , judging it the only medizen of 
our afery, Whilſt we were thus 1a a delirium , not 
knowing 
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knowing what was the beſt ro be donegrhe Mountai 
was inſtantly poſſeft with ag Lgwe-fit . & afterwarc 
vomiring up ſmoak & ftones inrothe Air (which af- 
terwargs fell down in a ſhower. upon owr heads) we 
choughr we could not eſcape withour a miracle: and 


whil& we were al Griving which way, with greateſt - 


expedirton,we might eſchew rhe danger, there roſe 
in the midſt of us ſuch an heap of earth, aſhes, and 
fire , with ſuch kinde of combuſtible marter, as that 
we all ſeem'd as ſo many moveable burning Beacons 8 
withour any thoughts of — each other , every 
one endeavoured to ſecure himſelf, And although I 
was the laſtin the company,yet in this expedicion ic 
was much available ro me; for my companions ma- 
king more hafte than good ſpeed , rumbling down 
the Hill before me , fell ſeveral of them rogether ; 
which blocks lying in my way,obftruted my paflage, 
& ſo ſfav'd the breaking of my neck, which Miherwiſe 


would have been inevitable. In this prodigious con-. 


flit, moſt ofus loſt the hair of our heads, not with- 
out receiving ſeveral batteries upon the Out-works of 
our bodies. Ar firſt fight we were tnuch afraid ; bur 
the conſequence made irappear , we were not more 
afraid than hurt. We made a ſhift ro crawl] down rhe 
reſt of the way ; aud having fixt our unadviſed feer 
on. the botrom of the Mountain , we reſolv'd we 
would never again pay ſo dearly for our curioficy, 
bur forthwith went in ſearch of ſome Spring , that 
mighr ſerve as well ro quench our cloaths , as ouc 
thirſt, What we ſought for we quickly found; and fo 
filling our empryCask,we made what hafte we could 
aboard. The Caprain and the reſt ftcod amaz'd to 


ſee us look fo ghaſtly , and were yery imparient to

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know whar was the matter wirh us ; we told them 
fuccin&tly whar had happened,and what great dan« 
gers we underwent: inſtead of pirying us,they only 
laughrar usfor being fuch adventurous fools. Ha- 
ving thus futnifhed our ſelves wich whar we wanted, 
we ſer fail again fot Bantzm, where we ſafely arriv'd 
in « ſhorc time.

S ſoon as we came into the: Harbour before 
Arageie preſently man'd aux ourLong-boar 
and went afhore , ro acquaint the Preſident what we 
were, and by what authority we came thirher co 
Traftick, being impowered by the Ezft-India-Come 
pany. We were received with mich demonſtrations 
of joy , and nobly feafted for chree dayes rogerher. 
Here note,rthat the houſe wherein rhe Prefidemt dwel- 
lech, is the receptacle for rhe whole FaRory, each 


man according to his quality having a dwelling 


wichin tis houſe ſutcable ro his digniry; the Fators 
all in genexal raking their daily repaft with the Pres 
fdent, Ina weeks time I learned by obſervation the 
cuſtom ofthe Country, and manner or way of Tra- 
ding,our Merchant taking up Goods daily ,and ſen- 
ding them aboard wichour-gtving preſent ſarisfa&ti- 
on;it being ſuffictenr rhar he Vilonand ro ſuch a Ship, 
and Fee. ln muſt pay before he go, orherwiſe the 
King will arreſt the Ship , compelling him ro make 
reſtirurion or payment; Onertimel mer with a Ban- 
2127 , whom 1 abſerv'd ro havea box full of precious 
fones ; I could nor fleep for thinking how —_— 

e 
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make my ſelf a Partner with him. Aclaſt I hammer'y 
out this invention: I cloath'd my ſelf in nd:ex-filk, 
according to the euftom of the Country;and having 
fo done, 1 diſcoloured my face,$& claprt a black parch 
upon one of my eyes. In rhis equipage I addreft my 
felf co this Baznyan,who preſently laid openhis tre 
furero my view. I was nor long in chuting whar [ 
etcem'd as moſt valuable;and demanding of kim the 
price,we agreed he ſhould have either ſo maniy pieces 
of Enplith gold within rwo dayes, or elſe- take his 
choice of what commodities I had aboard. We made 
a (hifc ro underſtand each others broken exprefiions;

The dayof payment 
being come. and the Banzyanno where finding me on 
Land., came aboard of ur Ship , whereby tign he 
made known ro our Captain his errand; that a Mer- 
chant belonging ro his Ship had bought commodi- 
ries ofhim,8& promiſed co pay him on thatday. Our 
Caprain reply'd , that hie verily believed he was mis 
ſtaken (as knowing whar commodities the Mer- 
chants belonging properly rothe Skip had bought) 
and therefore told him he muſt make inquiry elſe- 
where for fatisfattion, The Banmar' ftill peri 
ſed , alleadging he was not miſtaken, and chat 
he was confident if he might have a faghr of all 
the men. , he could out of them fele& the con- 
cern'd perſon.
